Housing is a vital problem in every 
Alberta city and larly in Edmonton 
where expansion been so extensive and

Surely the provincial can- 
not turn its back indifferently to this fact. 
There has been no undue pressure on 
Mr. Manning to accept the federal govern- 


ment’s proposal that the province guaran- 
tee 25 per cent of the loans made under 
the broadened National Housing Act so 
that home-builders may enjoy the advan- 
tages of a reduced down payment and a 
longer time to pay. 

Four provinces, British Columbia, 
Manitoba, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick have agreed to participate. 

But their compliance does not bind nor 
need not bind Alberta because, while the 
plan has undoubted merits, many have 
argued that the extended term of payment 


will plunge a good many home-owners into 
debt from which they can never extricate 
themselves, 

Thus, there is not complete agreement 
on ‘this federal plan and Premier Manning 
is not to be criticized for hesitating to com- 
mit his government along those lines. 

But the weakness of the federal plan 
does not justify Mr. Manning in neglecting 
to formulate any plan at all. 

The housing situation in Alberta is 
just as desperate whether the federal gov- 
ernment has solved it or not. 

And certainly the federal plan would 
alleviate the situation to a considerable 
extent if not to the fullest extent. 

Therefore, the premier is justified in 
rejecting this federal plan only if he has 
a better plan of his own. 

There must be some workable alterna- 
tive if we are not to have the limited bene- 
fits of the newer federal scheme. 

Premier Manning would give proof of 
his interest in the welfare of Alberta 
people if he would announce some such 
plan before the opening of the legislature 
this week. 


Time For the Fullest Details 


The civic administration has every 
justification in asking Mr. L. E. Detwiler 
and his associates for a definite proposal 
in regard to their shopping centre project. 

Mr. Detwiler has consulted many indi- 
viduals and organizations in Edmonton. 
He has held frequent conferences with 
civic officials. He should be in possession, 
now, of all the data he requires. 

It is reasonable, then, that the city 
should be anxious to get down to cases 
upon what actual concessions Mr. Det- 
wiler will regard as necessary from the 
city. 

“It is all the more necessary because the 
plan has a strong appeal for a great many 
people who see in it a major building opera- 
tion that will be unique in Canada and will 
give this city a notable lift. 

If the plan were not attractive, it 
could be dismissed lightly. But the more 
attractive it is, the more consideration it 


requires, 


And, as Mr. Detwiler undoubtedly 
knows, the very crux of the proposal is 
the terms which his principals will de- 
mand. 

Everyone expects that concessions will 
be asked. Everyone expects that conces- 
sions will be granted. 

But whatever proposals are made and 
agreed to, they should not prejudice the 
welfare of existing commercial enter- 
prises in Edmonton nor should they be 
permitted to upset the ddwntown tax 
structure, 

There must be, therefore, a careful 
weighing of all these factors. And there 
should be an early weighing of all these 
factors so that if the first proposals are 
unacceptable, others may be formulated 
for further negotiation. 

It will be fatal to the plan and fatal to 
the enthusiasm of those who tentatively 
support the plan if the preliminary talks 
are permitted to drag out too long.

Farm 
Prices 

Editor, Bulletin — A story in 
the news, from Washington, in a 
recent bulletin dealt interestingly 
with the fact that “The United 
States farmer's share of the re- 
tail food dollar has dropped 13 
per cent in twenty months.” Alsu 
there was this significant point: 
“Studies show that in periods of 
rising farm and food prices, the 
farm share of the consumer's dol- 
lar goes up. In periods of de- 
clining farm and food prices it 
goes down. It does not remain 
stable. The reason for this is 
that those who handle and pro- 
cess the farmers’ products tend 
to charge about the same regard- 
less of the price paid the farmer.” 

I am wondering if there is 
some relationship between the 
above time-lag, as between fali- 
ing farm prices and the cost of 
food to the urban housewife, and 
the following brace of seemingiy 
significant items in my farm 
journal; (a)-—The Canadian Con- 
gress of Labor had instructed its 
officers Lo hold consultations with 
appropriate agricultural bodies 
“to work out a basis for closer 
¢o-operalion”; and (b)—"In fact 


they (delegates attending the 
14th annual meeting of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture) 
passed a resolution instructing 
the OFA, to arrange conferences 
with appropriate bodies, repre- 
senting business, labor and the 
professions, for the purpose of 
consulting together on how best 
to meet the emergency business, 
trade and employment conditions 
now developing, to the end that 
We may make shift to balance 
our production costs against 
dropping prices and so maintain 
production, promote trade and 
ensure continued employment to 
all classes of our society.” (Fam- 
ily Herald and Weekly Star, Feb. 
15.) 

Yes, sir; from my groundline 
viewpoint, there is plenty of 
scope for constructive decisions, 
in the above approach to the 
problem of winning through to 
a fairer rural-urban balance in 
the nation’s economy. It seems to 
accent the general welfare in a 
new and realistic way.

City Must Move 


On House Problem 


At this time of the year, one 
begins Jooking around the little 
old suite, where you have been 
squeezed for the past five years, 
and dreaming about that nebu- 
lous house that you-ve wanted to 
own, 

It's a smart idea. 

But where do you go to locate 
that house. 

This year, that is going to be a 
touchier problem than ever be- 
fore unless the city council gets 
busy. 

Last year Edmonton did rea- 
sonably well, considering all the 
difficulties. 

Quite a number of city areas 
were built solid with houses that 
an average income could afford, 

It made hardly a dent in the 
housing demand, but it did get 
quite a number of families under 
their own foof. 

Some weeks ago I used figures 
to prove that, with present build- 
ing costs, about 10 per cert of 
the public could afford to buy 
homes. 

These figures established that 
the integrated houses provide the 
only hope for the rest of the 
people because it appears that 
the system of mass production, 
possible with integrated housing, 
is the only practical means for 
keeping housing costs within 
reasonable reach of the average 
worker, 

Pre-fabs have always offered 
attractive possibilities, but to 
date pre-fabs have not become 
available in sufficient quantities 
to offer much hope, 

Thus, if the hundreds of cramp- 
ed families in Edmonton are to 
have much chance of moving this 
year, it is essential that several 
thousand integrated homes be 
built. 

This, plus the new low cash 
payments, could make an impor- 


tant difference to Edmonton's 
outlook. 
The disturbing fact is that 


there appears to be some ques- 
tion as to whether there will be 
many integrated houses, 

It is already being suggested 
that some of the builders who 
specialize in this type of con- 
struction are considering closing 
down this year because of their 
inability to secure sufficiently 
large blocks of land, serviced 
with utilities, upon which to 
build integrated houses, 


Lines Not Laid 
For Utilities 


It appears that in order to ser- 
vice some of the large housing 
projects, the main utility lines 
have been built directly to these 
projects without taking time to 
build the lateral lines needed 
to service many of the lots along 
the way. 

It is feared that the city will 
now concentrate its attention up- 
on building these lateral lines 
instead of pushing ahead with 
the opening up of new areas 

It is certainly better to branch 
out from main lines and fill in 
all the gaps which have been 
by-passed, than to continue shoot-

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ing all over the district. At least 
it provides greater economy in 
operation, to fill in the blanks in 
any district. 
Unfortunately, 


these are not 
normal times so far as home 
building is concerned. 

There is a vast difference be- 
tween 3,000 scattered lots being 
serviced and 3,000 lots in compacc 
blocks. 

If the city services the scatter- 
ed lots it means it will be ser- 
vicing lots owned privately. 

This, in turn, means that con- 
struction of homes on those lots 
will be handled on an individual 
basis. 

That makes integrated projects 
impossible and {it means that 
building costs will make those 
homes too expensive for most 
people to own or buy. 

At the same time, ff an inte. 
grated-housing contractor at- 
tempts to buy a group of those 
lots, he will find they cost too 
much for use at ‘integrated’ 
prices, 

Thus, if this is the 1950 pro- 
gram, it means that if many 
houses are built, they are going 
to be houses that cannot qualify 
for the low ‘integrated’ terms of 
payment, 

They are going to be beyond 
the reach of those who need them 
most, 


Other People 
Deserve Break 


There is, of course, another 
side to this matter. 

There are many people in Ed- 
monton who own lots and who 
want to build on them and who 
have not been able to obtain 
the utilities because the city has 
been devoting most of {ts at- 
tention to the housing projects. 

Those people are entitled to 
Say that it is about time they re- 
ceived some consideration. 

In fact, last year, there were 
quite a number of complaints 
about the city turning whole 
blocks of land over to the con- 
tractors, 


These people have a valid 
complaint, 
But that complaint does not 


ease the situation of those who 
need houses and who cannot af- 
ford to pay more than the cost 
of an integrated house, 

It will be a misfortune # 
people buy houses they cannot 
afford. 

They will lose their savings 
and their house, 

Yet that will happen tf hous- 
ing this year is permitted to run 
to the more costly models, 

Granting the need to consider 
the private owners and the need 
to fill in the blank lots, the city 
council must devise means for 
supplying blocks of land suitable 
for intergated housing, 

This must be done, even {if it 
is necessary to hire double crews 
to instal untilities for both types. 

Edmonton simply cannot per- 
mit anything to interfere with 
the maximum amount of home 
construction this year, 


Barnet Nover | 
Liberals May Give 
Socialists Victory 


The British Liberals apparently 
have decided that it is now or 
never for their historic and once 
potent party which has been slip- 
ping into oblivion during recent 
decades, 

Badly defeated in the 1945 
election, when their parliamen- 
tary strength was almost wiped 
out, they now are making a for- 
midable effort to stage a come- 
back. 

They have entered candidates 
in no fewer than 478 constituen- 
cies and in 450 of them face a 
three-way struggle with the 
Laborites and Conservatives, 

The Liberal hope is that the 
growing disillusionment with the 
present government, plus the 
deep-seated dislike of the Tories 
that prevails in some sections of 
the British electorate and helped 
sweep Labor to a smashing vie- 
tory in 1945, will cause a large 
number of voters to turn to the 
Liberal party as the middle way 
between socialism and conserva- 
tism, 


No Hope of 
Majority 

Even the most optimistic of 
Liberals does not assume that his 
party will emerge from the elec- 
tion of February 23 with a ma- 
jority of the 620 House of Com- 
mons seats in its hands, 

Such miracles simply do not 
happen, A more reasonable hope 
is that the Liberals will make 
sufficient gains at the expense 
of the Laborites and the Conser- 
vatives to give them the balance 
of power in the next Parliament. 

In the election of 1945 a 
total of 24,973,000 votes were 
cast, The Labor yote was 11,992,- 
000 or about half a million les$ 
than a majority 

However, the Laborites ran far 
ahead of the Conservatives who 
secured 8,665,000 votes, and left 
the Liberals with their 2,239,000 
voles hopelessly behind 

There is no doubt 
that in the 1945 
Laborites were

beneficiaries of the three-way 
race, 

Proof of this is to be found 
in the relationship between votes 
cast for the three principal Brit- 
ish parties and the seats they re- 
spectively won. The Laborites 
won a seat for approximately 
every 30,000 votes: the Conserva- 
tives one for every 40,000; the 
Liberals one for every 248,852. 

In other words, while the Lib- 
erals polled just under nine per 
cent of the total vote they won 
only a little better than two per 
cent of the seats, 


Defeat of 
Socialism 


In their election manifesto, the 
Liberals declare that their “first 
immediate duty ic to secure the 
defeat of socialism.” 

They further add that there is 
“at present, no contemporary dif- 
ference of principle or aim be- 
tween Liberals and Conservatives 
to stand in the way of the full 
co-operation which the national 
situation demands.” 

This suggests that in the event 
the election is a stand-off, with 
no party securing an absolute 
majority, the Liberals would not 
he&itate to form a coalition with 
their ancient rivals, 

Whether they will get that 
chance remains to be seen, Be- 
cause of the fact that the present 
campaign, even more than the 
one of 1945, is a three-party fight, 
we may have the paradoxical re- 
sult that an anti-Socialist major- 
ity among the electorate may, be- 
cause of the split between tne 
Conservatives and Liberals, en- 
able the Laborites to secure a 
Socialist majority in the House 
of Commons,
